Ijong With Rockefeller. 


Mr. Archbold was a native of Ohio. 
In early life he was an oil refiner and 
buyer in western Pennsylvania and in 
1875 he became associated with the 
Rockefeller 
interests, 
a 
connection 
that continued until his death. 
He 
became president of the Standard Oil 
company of New Jersey shortly after 
dissolution of the "trust" was ordered 
by the United States supreme court. 


Mr. Archbold's death followed an ill- 
ness of less than two weeks. 
He was 
operated upon for appendicitis Nov. 
23, and for a time, seemed to rally. 
Later he suffered a relapse and the five 
physicians attending him decided that 
blood transfusion must be resoi-ted to. 
Mr. Archbold's chauffeur volunteei-ed 
as the subject of this operation and the 
transfusion was performed on the aft- 
ernoon of Nov. 29. 


Following the operation Mr. Arch- 
bold showed increased strength and 
his physicians and 
members 
of 
his 
family appeared optimistic that 
the 
improvement would be permanent. His 
simple habits of life and rugged con- 
stitution buoyed up the hops that he 
would survive. 
Throughout his illness 
Mr. Archbold retained his keen men- 
tality and his strong determination to 
recover aided for a time the fight to 
bring him back to health. 


Most Aggressive Fighter. 


John 
D. 
Archbold 
was 
almost 
as 
closely identified with the history of the 
Standard Oil as John D. Rockefeller, 
himself. 
Of the first nine trustees of 
the "trust" formed in 1882, he alone »e- 
mained in this capacity until its dissolu- 
tion in 1911 at the order of the United 
States supreme 'court, and it was he 
who was named to engineer the diBsoIu- 
tion, after which he became president 
and director of the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey. 
He was the moat 
active and ag^essive fighter in the OJI 
combine, and invariably represented the 
Standard Oil on the witness stand in 
the numerous 
hearings 
in connection 
with the government's suit to dissolve 
it. 


This publicity was still further-height- 
ened by the publication of a score or 
more of letters from Mr. Archbold to 
Joseph B. Foraker, then senator from 
Ohio; Representative Joseph C." Sibley, 
of Pennsylvania, and other statesman, 
showing that large sums of moiiey had 
been distributed for the alleged purpoau, 
of influencing favorable legislation at 
Washington.

RUMANIAN EFFORT 


TO STOP IT FAILS 


Admission of That Fact is 
Made by Petrograd 
War Oifice.

The fate of Bucharest apparently 
is sealed. 
The Teutonic advance to- 
wards it is going on unchecked, Ru- 
mainian attempts to stop it having 
been unsuccessful. 
This 
announce- 
ment is made in the Russian official 
statement today. 


Petrograd 
also mentions 
Plocsri, 
35 miles north of Bucharest, as an- 
other point in the direction of which 
the 
invading 
armies 
are 
moving 
without effective opposition. 
Ploesci 
is on the line of the only railroad of 
the retreat of the Rumanians oper- 
ating in the vicinity of Bucharest. 
The 
threat 
to 
Ploesci 
seemingly

Bucharest, if the Rumanians hope to 
make an effective retreat over the 
railroad line towards Moldavia. 


The Rumanián first army opposing 
the Teutonic advance from the west 
is declared by Berlin to have been 
decisively defeated on the Argechu. 
From the northwest the Austro-Ger- 
man armies pus.hing from the moun- 
tain passes are aiding materially in 
the effort to complete the enveloping 
process and break through to the Ru« 
manian line of retreat. 


The French and Serbians are an- 
nounced by Paris to have made pro- 
, «ress also within the bend of 
the 
Cema, 
further west, north of the 
village of Paralovo. 


Copenhagen research society is re- 
norted in a Berlin dispatch as esti- 
mating the total losses of the en- 
tente powers during the war at 15,- 
100,000 men, of which the Russians 
lost 8.500,000 men; the French, 
700.000, and 
the 
British, 1,200,000 
and the Italians 800.000, the smaller 
nations making up the remainder. 


Stones Shatter Windows 
and Electric Lights in 
Indiana Town. 


Cannelton, Ind., Dec. 5.—^Damage esti- 
mated at nearly $10,000 was done by a 
bombardment of hail which struck the 
town of Troy late yesterday afternoon, 
perforating tin and shingrle roofs, killing 
chickens, birds and rabbits and causing 
extensive damage to stocks in stores. The 
hall fell for half an hour, covering the 
ground to a depth of nearly three Inches. 


The storm increased in violence toward 
the close, the hail resembling a bombard- 
ment of marbles. 
Some of th® stones 
were large, many pieces of the ice being 
as large as walnuts. 


Virtually every window on the western 
sides of the buildings In the town were 
smashed and every exposed light was 
broken. 


Horses tied along the streets were ter- 
rorized and It was necessary for the own- 
ers to dash into the storm and take the 
animals into 
yards where 
they were 
placed in the protection of overhanging 
bougUa. 
In the bu.slne.<;s district horses 
were placed on the sidewalks under over- 
hanging roofs.

When the hail turned to rain a large 
numoer of 
firms 
suffered damage to 
scockii from 
the water 
which leaked 
through holes opened in roofs. 


At the close of the storm, which was 
confined almost entirely to the town, the 
residents 
got out 
with shovels

scooped the hail stones from sidewalks, 
xvorking like coal heavei-a phovoling nut 
coal.

London, Dec. 5, 9:35 a. m,—An article 
predicting the approacn of peace nego- 
tiations has appeared In the Berlin Tage- 
blatt and is quoted in an A^psterdam dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany. 
The Tageblatt says: 


"The moment Is near when a business 
peace will be possible—a peace which the 
allies and the central powers can discuss 
in view of the securities they possess. 
Of course those who consider such 
proposal must not be allowed to return 
home empty handed. 
The status quo 
antebellum is impossible since the inde- 
pendence of Poland is pi^oclaimed, but It 
Is remarkable that the Germans who wish 
to annex Belgium has shrunk recently to 
almost nothing, while many pan-Germans 
are ready today to listen to the word 
'pacificism without protest.' " 


The Tageblatt says that the fact that 
Germany wants a business peace is a 
sign not of weakness but of common 
sense. 


The Vossische Zeitung also prints an 
article discussing the possibility of peace. 
It says: 


"Probably Ambassador Gerard is re- 
turning to Germany with some peace 
proposals." 


If such is the case, the paper goes on, 
America is an unsuitable mediator and 
it warns Germany to accept the services 
of President Wilson only as a messenger 
and not as an arbitrator.

John Dustin Arehbold was born at 
Leesburg, Ohio,. July 26, 1848, and wah 
working in a country store at Salem. 
Ohio, when he heard of the wonderful 
oil regions 
in 
western Pennsylvania, 
where men were becoming rich over 
jiight. In 1864 he Avent to the oil fields 
and became a refiner and buyer at Titus- 
ville. He became the agent of a new 
company, the Acme company, 
which 
proved to be an offshoot of the Rocke- 
feller interests and from that time, in 
1875, until his death he was an asso- 
ciate of the Rockefellprs. 


How He Met Rockefeller. 


John D. Rockefeller 
tells in his 
"Random Reminiscences" of how he 
first met Mr. Arehbold. 
In stopping 
at a hotel, Mr. Rockefeller was struck 
by the fact that on the hotel register 
was written in large characters this in- 
scription 


JOHN D. ARCHBOLD $4.00 A BBL,. 
"Four dollars a barrel," was Mr. 
Archbold's battle cvy, and though he 
did not succeed in putting crude oil up 
to the figure named, he did succeed 
in attracting the attention of Mr. 
Rockefeller in a way that led to busi- 
ness association with the Standard's 
interests. 


Mr. Arehbold was the first man 
among his associates to whom Mr, 
Roclcefeller pays tribute in his remi- 
niscences. 
Among other 
things, he 
said: 


"Mr. Arehbold has always had a 
well developed sense of humor, and on 
one occasion, Avhen he was on the wit- 
ness stand, he was asked by the oppos- 
ing lawyer: 


" 'Mr. Arehbold, are you a director 
of this company?' 


" 'i am'. 
" 'What is your occupation in this 
company?' 


" 'To clamor for dividends.' " 
Fortune Near $100,000,000. 


It has been estimated that his for- 
tune,made almost entirely in oil and 
its by-products, was nearly $100,000,- 
000. 


Mr. Arehbold was one of the best in- 
formed of men in the details of the 
oil business in all its branches, and he 
held, according to his own statement, 
that all the practices of the Standard 
Oil company were honorable, and, he 
believed, in conformity to law. 


"1 stand unquestionably," he said, 
in defending the trust idea, "for co- 
opérative evolution. I believe that the 
large corporations of the present day 
represent more nearly this co-opera- 
tioii than any other sj'stem yet under- 
taken."

HE TINS ON LIGHT 


C. M. Lovelace Meets Sud- 
den Death in the Base- 
ment of His Home. 


As he endeavored to turn on an 
electric light in the basement of his 
home, Charles M. Lovelace, a well- 
known 
furnace 
salesman 
of 
Fort 
Wayne residing at 2206 Curtis avenue, 
was 
killed a few 
minutes 
after 6 
o'clock Monday evening. 
He suffered 
a severe shock which threw him with 
violence on the cement floor. He suf- 
fered a fractured skull and died a few 
minutes afterward before a physician 
could be summoned. 


It is the opinion of Dr. J. E. Mc- 
Ardle, coroner of Allen county, that 
the high voltage wire 
of 
the 
Fort 
Wayne & Northern Indiana Traction 
company became connected with the 
wire leading into the Lovelace home 
by a wire which 
had 
been 
thrown 
across the two wires by some boys. 


Mr. Lovelace went into the 
base- 
ment to fire the furnace. As he reach- 
ed to turn on the electric light he suf- 
fered the fatal shock. 
The light bulb 
broke and members of 
the 
family 
rushed to the basement only to find 
Mr. Lovelace lying on the floor uncon- 
scious. 
He was carried upstairs, but 
died soon afterward. 


At the time of the sad 
accident 
linemen 
of 
the 
traction 
company 
were on their way to fix some trouble 
reported by a neighbor 
lady of 
the 
Lovelace family. 
She 
stated 
that 
sparks were shooting from wires be- 
tween two poles near the Lovelace 
home. 
The contact of the wire which 
had been thrown across the two wires 
was causing this display of 
fireworks. 


Coroner McArdle stated that 2,200 
volts passed through the man's body. 
Although no definite statement 
has 
been made by the official, it is thought 
that in his verdict he will state that 
the wire which formed the connection 
was placed there as the result of a 
boyish prank. 


The deceased was 62 years of age 
and came to Fort Wayne several years 
ago from Decatur. 
He was a member 
of the Knights of Pythias at Auburn, 
Modern Maccabees and the Benevo- 
lent Order of Buffaloes. 
Besides the 
widow he is survived by a daughter, 
Mrs. David Current., 
There are also 
two grandchildren.

Washington, Dec. .5.—Addressing the 
joint session of the house and senate to- 
day, President Wilson said: 


Gentlemen of the Congress: 
In ful- 
filling at this time the duty laid upon 
me by the constitution of communicat- 
ing to you from time to time informa- 
tion of the state of tJie union and rec- 
ommending to your consideration 
such 
legislative measures as may be judged 
necessary 
and expedient 
1 shall con- 
tinue the practice, which I hope has been 
acceptable to you, of leaving to the re- 
ports of the several heads of the execu - 
tive departments the elaboration of the 
detailed needs of the public service and 
confine myself to those matters of more 
general public 
policy 
with 
which it 
seems necessary and feasible to deal at 
the present session of the congress. 


I realize the limitations of time un- 
der which you will necessaril}'- act at 
this session and shall make my sugges- 


tions as few as possible; but there were 
some things left undone a t the la&t ses- 
sion which there will now be time to 
complete and which it seems nejcessary 
in the interest of the public to do at 
once. 


In the first place, it seems to me im- 
peratively necessary 
that the earliest 
possible consideration and action should 
be accorded the remaining measures of 
the program of settlement and regnla- 
iioil which I had occasion to recommend 
to you at the close of your last session 
in view of the public dangers disclosed 
by 
the 
unaccommodated 
difficultios 
which then existed, and Mhicli still un- 
happily continue to exist, between the 
railrosids of the country and their loco- 
motive engineers, conductors and train- 
men. 


I then recommended: 
First, immediate provision for the en- 
largement and administrativo reorgani- 
zation of the interstate commerce com- 
mission along the lines embodied in liie 
bill recently passed by the house of rep- 
resentatives and now awaiting action by 
the senate; in order that the commis- 
sion may be enabled to deal 
the 
many great and various duties now de- 
volving upon it with a promptness and 
thoroughness which are, with its oresent 
constitution and means of action, prac- 
tically impossible. 


Second, the establishment of an eight- 
hour day as the legal basis alike 
of 
work and of wages in the emj)lo.vment 
of all railway employes who are artn/il- 
J.y engaged 
in 
the work of 
operating 
tra ins in interstate transportation. 


Third, the authorization 
of the 
qy- 
pointment by the president of a smj.ll 
body of men to observe the actual ri-- 
sults in experience of the adoption of 
the eight-hour day in rnil'.cay transpor- 
tation alike for the mer. and for tlie 
railroads. 


Fourth, 
explicit 
approval 
by 
the 
congress of the consideration by the 
interstate commerce commission of an 
Increase of freight rates to meet such 
additional expenditures 
by the 
rail- 
roads as may have been rendered nec- 
essary by the adoption of the eight- 
hour day and which have not been 
off.«iet by admini-strative read.iustments 
and economies, .should the facts dis- 
closed justify the increase. 


Fifth, an amendment of the existing 
federal statute which provides for the

results, 
deeming 
IheHO the measures most immediately 
needed; but it postponed action upon 
the other suggestions until an oppor- 
tunity should be offered for a 
more 
deliberate considei-ation of them. 
The 
four recommendation I do not deem 
it necessary to renew. 
The power of 
the interstate commerce 
commission 
to grant an increase of rates on the 
ground 
referred 
to 
is 
indisputably 
clear and a recommendation by the 
congress with regard to such a mat- 
ter might seem to d r a w in question 
the scope of the commission's author- 
ity or its inclination to do .lustlce when 
there is no reason to doubt either. 


The 
other 
suggestions,—the 
in- 
crease 
in the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission's membership and in Its 
facilities for performing its manifold 
duties, the provision for full public 
investigation 
and 
assessment 
of 
In- 
dustrial disputes, and the grant to the ' 
executive of the power to control and 1 
operate the railways when necessary | 
in time of war or other 
like 
public ' 


necessity,—I now very earnestly 
re- 
new. 


The necessity for such legislation is 
manifest and 
pressing. 
Those 
who 
have entrusted us with the responsi- 
bilty and duty of serving and safe- 
guarding them in such matters would 
find it hard, I believe, to excuse a fail- 
ure to act uaon these grave matters 


or any unnecessary postponement of 
action upon them. 


Not only does the interstate com- 
merce commission now. find it practi- 
cally 
impossible, 
with 
Its 
present 
membership and organization, to per- 
form 
its 
great 
function 
promptly 
and thoroughly but it is not unlikely 
that it may presentl.v be found advisa- 
ble to add to its duties still 
others 
equally heavy and exacting. 
It must 
fli-st be perfected as an 
administra- 
tive 
instrument. 


The country cannot and should not 
consent to remain any longer exposed 
to 
profound 
industrial 
disturbances 
for lack of additional means of arbi- 
tration and 
conciliation 
which 
the 
congress can easily and promptly sup- 
ply. 
And all • will agree 
that 
there 
must be no doubt as to the power of 
the executive to m a k e immediate and 
uninterrupted use of the railroads for 
the 
concentration 
of 
the 
military 
forces of the nation wherever they a r e 
needed and whenever they are needed. 


This is a program 
of 
regulation, 
prevention, and 
administrative 
effi- 
ciency which argues its own case in 
the mere statement of it. 
"With re- 
gard to one of its items, the increase 
in the efficiency of the interstate com- 
merce commission, the house of rep- 
resentatives has already acted; its ac- 
tion needs only the concurrence of the 
senate. 


I would hesitate to recommend, and 
I dare say the congress would hesitate 
to act upon the suggestion 
should 
I 
make it, that any m a n in any occupa- 
tion should be obliged by law to con- 
tinue in an employment which he de- 
sired to leave. 
To pass a law which 
forbade or prevented 
the 
individual 
workman to leave his work before re- 
ceiving the approval of society in do- 
ing so would be to adopt a new prin- 
ciple into pur jurisprudence which I 
take it for granted we are not prepared 
to introduce. 
But the proposal 
that 
«le operation of the railways of the 
country shall not be stopped or inter- 
rupted by the concerted action of or- 
ganized-bodies of men until a public 
investigation shall have been instituted 
which shall m a k e the whole question 
a t issue plain for the judgment of the 
opinion of the nation is not to propose 
any such principle. 
It is based upon 
the very different" principle that 
the 
concerted action of powerful bodies of 
men shall not be permitted to stop the 
industrial processes of the nation, at 
any rate before the nation shall have 
had an opportunity to acquaint itself 
with the merits of the case as between 
employee and employer, time to form 
its opinion upon an impartial 
state- 
ment of the merits, and opportunity to 
con-sider all practicable means of con- 
ciliation or abltration. 
I can see noth- 
ing in that proposition but the justi- 
fiable safeguarding by society of the 
necessary processes of its very life. 
There is nothing arbitrary or unjust in 
it unless it be arbitrary and unjustly 
done. 
f"an and slu.uld be done with 
a full and scrupulous regard for the in- 
terests and liberties of all concerned as 
well as for the permanent interests of 
society itself. 


Three matters of capltil importance 
await the action of the senate which 
have already been acted upon by the 
house 
of 
representatives: 
the 
bill 
which seeks to extend gi-eater freedom 
of combination to those 
engaged 
in 
promoting the foreign commerce of the 
country than is now thought by some 
to be legal under terms of the laws 
against monopoly; the bill amending 
the present organic law of Porto Rico; 
and the bill proposing a more thor- 
ough and systematic regulation of the 
expenditure 
of 
money 
in 
elections, 
commonly called t h e Corrupt Practices 
Act. 
I need not labor my advice that 
these measures be enacted into law. 
Their urgency lies in the manifest cir- 
cumstances which render their adop- 
tion at this time not only opportune 
but necessary- 
Even delay would seri- 
ously jeopard the interests of the coun- 
try and of the government. 


immediate passage of the bill to reg- 
ulate the expenditure of money in elec- 
tions ma.y seem to be leas necessary 
than the immediate enactment of 
the 
other measures to which I refer; he- 
cause at least two years will elapse be- 
fore another election in which feder;il 
offices are to be 
filled; 
but it 
would 
greatly relieve the public mind if this 
important matter were dealt with while 
the circumstances and the dangers 
to 
the public morals of the present method 
of obtaining 
and 
spending campaign 
fimds stand clear imder recent ob.=ierva- 
tion 
and the methods of 
expenditine 
can be frankly studied in the light of 
present experience; and a delay would 
have the further 
very serious 
disad- 


vantage of postponing action until an- 
other election u-as a t hand and some 
special object connected with it might 
be thought to be in the mind of those 
who urged it. 
Action can be taken 
now with fact» for guidance and' with- 
^ 
out suspicion of partisan purpose. 


I shall not argue at length the desir« 
ability of giving a freer hand in the 
matter of combined and concerted effort 
to those who shall undertake the es- 
sential enterprise 
of building u p 
our 
export trade. 
That enterprise will pres- 
ently, will immediately assume, ha« in- 
deed already assumed, a magnitude un- 
preteedented 
in our 
experience. 
We 
have not the necessary instrumentalities 
for its prosecution; it is deemed to be 
doiibtful whether they could be created 
upon an adequate scale under our pres- 
ent laws. 
We should clear away 
all 
legal obstacles and create a basis of un- 
doubted law for it which will give free-

dom without permitting imregulated li- 
cense. 
The thing must be done now, 
bccause the opportunity is here and may- 
escape us if we hesitate or delay. 


The 
argument 
for 
the 
proposed 
amendments of the organic law of Porto 
Rico is brief and conclusive. 
The pres- 
ent laws governing the island and regu- 
lating the rights and privileges of 
its 
people are not just. 
We have created 
expectations of extended privilege which 
we have not satisfied. 
There is uneasi- 
ness among the people of the island and 
even a suspicious doubt with regard to 
our intentions 
concerning 
them which 
tiie adoption 
of the 
pending measure 
would 
happily 
remove. 
We 
do 
not, 
doubt what we wish to do in any es- 
sential particular. We ought to do it a t :. 
once. 


At the last session of the congress a 
bill was passed by the senate which pro- 
vides for the promotion of 
vocational 
and 
industrial 
«lucation, which is of 
vital importance to the whole country 
because it concerns a matter too long 
neglected upon which the thorough in- 
dustrial preparation of the country for 
the critical years of economic develop- 
ment immediately ahead of us in very 
large measure depend.^. 
May I not urge .c- 
its early and favorable consideration by 
the 
hou.se of representatives 
and 
'ts- 
early enactment into law? 
I t contain« . 
plans which affect all interests and all 
parts of the country and I am sure that 
there is no legislation now pending be- 
fore congress whose passage the country ' 
awaits with more thoughtful approval 
' 
or greater impatience to see a great and 
admirable thing set in the way of being- 
done. 


Tliere are other matters already ad- 
vanced to the stage of conference be- 
tween the two houses of which it is not 
neoes.sary that I should speak. 
Some 
practicable basis of agreement concern- .. 
ing them will no doubt be found and ac- , 
tion taken upon them. 


Inasmuch as this is, gentlemen, prob- 
ably the last occasion I shall have to 
address the sixty-fourth congress. I hope - 
that you will permit me to say with 
what genuine pleasure and satisfaction 
T have co-operated with you in the itiaiiy ' 
mea.«!ure» of constructive 
policy trfth 
which you have enriched the legislative 
annals of the eountrj-. 
It has been a I 
privilege to labor in such company. 
I ^ 
take the liberty of congratulatine yon J 
upon the completion of a record of rare " 
aerriceablensss and distinction.

Members of the state legislative com- 
mittee tramped over the grounds of the 
state school for the feeble minded on 
State street Tuesday afternoon in order 
to learn the exact needs of the institu- 
tion. The committee, made up of Senator 
W. S. Chambers, of Newcastle, and Rep- 
resentatives Charles McGonagle, of Mun- 
cie, and Joseph Cravens, of Madison, will 
report condition of the home before the 
state legislature, which convenes soon. 


The committee members, accompanied 
by Dr. G. S. Bliss and the trustees, spent 
the entire day inspecting surroundings of 
the institution. Voluminous report of the 
growth, position and needs of the school 
was read at the noonday luncheon at 
the home. 


Appropriations 
for several 
improve- 
ments will be asked of the legislature. 
The committee approved 
the demands 
made by trustees of the school. 
Condi- 
tion of the 1,386 inmates 
was com- 
mented on favorably by the committee- 
men. 


The count of inmates at the institution 
was three less than it would have been 
if the trustees had visited the place on 
Monday. 
Three boys escaped from the 
farm connected with the school early 
Tuesday morning. The youths for whom 
police are asked to Join in the search 
are Carl Watson, 13; Walter Nixon, 13, 
and Andrew Weatherington, 16.
